FARM CREDIT ADMN, LOANS 
TO COUNTY 


Rufus W. Card, secretary-treas- 
urer ef the productiyn eredit. as- 
sociation has received word from 
S. M. Garwood, Production Credit 
Cunipissioner uf the Farm Credit 
Administration in Washington, 
b. C.. that about 825.000.0000 in 
production loans and approvals 
has already been granted threugh 
associations and that the volume 
of Joans is expected Lo increase as 
the suason advanees. 

“A part of this money has becn 
Paid out an Crawforl coun,” 
Mi Card said, "From its office 
in West Branch the association is 
naw making an hitreasing number 
of loans ta farmers in Crawford, 
Oscoda. Alcona, Roscommon, Ose 
mats, loseo, and Gladwin counties, 
for the purpese of growing crops 
and for puwrehasing  work--tock 
and farming supplies fer the soa- 
sons operations The loans are 
made on erep and ¢hatrel security. 

“A number of the loans are bu- 
ing miade oon the — installment 
basis,’ Mr. Card added. “An ap- 
Picant’s nan may be approved in 
the full amount, but pasd out in 
installments as needed during the 
UasOD, the ebject being ta enable 
the borrawer ta save on interest 
the 
money when he oeeds ft threugh- 
out the season to finish his crops 
or livestock operations. The it 
terest rate on loans, recently re- 
atuced to 34y per vent per annum. 
is charged only for the time the 
money is heing teed and payable 
when the loan is due. Seme farm: 
ers ave saving from %y ta Me oat 
imterest casts by geling loans ob 
an instalment basis. 

“Another new feature of the 
production loans allows a farmer 
or stockman to apply for a lean 
ant establish a line of credit 
which is use to make cash pur- 
chases of livestock er wark-stock, 
the assoriation taking a chattel 
mortgage on the steck purchased 
as part of the security for the 
loan, 

“The association was organized 
under the Farm Credit Adminis. 
tration to be a permanent souree 
of agricultural and livestock credit 
for this section,” Mr, Card sand. 
“and it now has facilities capable 
of fulfilling that purpose.”

The Hast Michigan 1934 Tour 
ist Guide and Blue Book of Re- 
commended Hotels, Clubs and Cot- 
tages is now being distributed 
from the Log Office by extra 
clerks, made necessary by the 


large number of inguiries being; 


Teceived. Done in a blue-black 
color scheme, the Guide contains 


forty-eight pages and cover. It 
is lustrated by more tivan 
one hyndred photographs of 
East Michigan scenes. The size 
ig the same as in former years, 
Bach booklet is accompanied by 3 
State highway map. 

Distinct in its informative treat- 
ment of the region as opposed to 
booklets published purely to 
create interest, the Guide repre- 
sents almost every county in Bast 
Michigan. However due to lack 
of co-operation by certain coun- 
ties the beard of directors au- 
thorized those counties to be 
omitted. The book contains much 
detailed information which the 
prospective visitor wants. The as- 
sociation aims to produce a book 
that portrays East Michigan’s re- 
creational appeal, at the same 
time giving the information it 
knows from the letters received, 
is desired by those who in answer 
to the adverising write for facts 
and detaila about East Michigan.

Indians fare Best Way 

for Using Rabbit Skins 
' There are s uuwber of ways In 
which « cabbit akin blanket may 
be made, but those experienced to 
the art inelat that- it paga in the 
long run to use the method that 
takes the longest and requires the 
most akina, ~ Tits is a well known 
Indian =method, according to a 
writer In the Detroit News, 

The skins ere taken from the 
animal as with the usual cased pelta 
und salt ls rubbed over the whole ef 
the flesh side while it is fresh, Before 
the skin becomes fully dry it ts cut, 
by starting at the bottom of the 
skin and cuttlug a continuous strip 
out of the fur dme inch wide, go- 
lng around and around until all the 
Cur ls cut. The strip thas made ts 
thea stretched gently, until it is 
straight, and twisted inte a sort ef 
rope with the fur fluffed out on ai) 
sites, 

The next step is to make a wood- 
en frame with tle atrings tacked 
to the edges forming loops toward 
the ceuter of the frame. One end 
of thé fur strip ts then attached 
to ous corner of the frame, and 
the fur strip ta pulled through the 
loopa of string, each time by loap- 
Ing the rope over the string. For 
the next row, eterting hack, the 
tur ts looped over the prerlous row 
of fur loope in a eimilar manner, 
and this ts continued untill the 
frame is filled with a flexible mesh 
of fur, 

This toogety woven fur mesh is 
then atitched between layers of out- 
ing flaone) or any other quilting 
materla) and the resulting blanket 
probably cannot be beaten for 
wartoth,
